Thanksgiving services at St. Aldhelms 
The church was tastedecorated 
for the occasion.

After the opening 
exercises, Rev. J. X. Brunton gave an 
illustrated address on the life and 
work of Dr. Grenfell, born at Mostyn 
House school. His father a minister, 
was at one time headmaster of the 
school and it is remarkable the num¬ 
ber of young men he inspired to ac¬ 
tive Christianity. .Many of them do¬ 
ing noble work on the mission fields 
of the world. 

During his college days, rugby, foot 
ball xlaimed all of his spare time. But 
as he won many scholarships we 
know he did not spend all his time 
playing football. I 

While at Oxford he went one even¬ 
ing to hear D. L., Moody preach and 
he was brought to feel the need of 
making some worthy use of his life. 

After spending some years among 
the deep sea fishermen of the north 
sea, he sailed for New Foundland and 
Labrador to do for those English fish 
ermen w'hat he had been doing for 
those men nearer home. 

The devotion of these people to Dr. 
Grenfell was remarkable who leaving 
home and friends hat. given over 20 
years of his life to their service, of¬ 
ten going for hours) without rest or 
food and risking his life on lann and 
sea to respond to their needs. 

He has been described as a reckless 
foolhardy fellow, always iu a burry. 
The coast is long, the season short, 
and the need is great. Every day 
brings Trim many opportunities for 
service and lie cannot wait fur time 
dr tide. 

Many honors have been conferred 
on him but prized as these proofs 01 
a nation’s recognition of his work, his 
greatest reward comes from the know 
lddge that he about his father’s busi¬ 
ness. v • 

In the life and work of the hero of 
Labrador the speaker, said that we 
have a fine example of a man who con 
ceived of Christianity as a life of sac 
rificial service for others. 

A profitable evening was brought to 
a close with the singing of Dr. Gren¬

SHOOTING VULCAN WELL 

President Peterson, Dr. Carson, Dr. j 
Barker, Messrs. L. H. Stack, A. J.j 
Flood, 1). C. Jones and R. L. Elves, di | 
rectors, decided to “sj»oot” Vulcan No. 

1 Well in Turner Valley. . 

Nitroglycerine was used in Vulcan 
No. 1 well on Saturday afternoon 
with a view to dislodging the tools 
lost and permitting further drilling, 
A. J. Flood, president of the company 
informed the press last week. “It is 
possible, of course, that the flow of 
crude, oil may be increased as a result 
of the ‘shot,’ ” Mr. Flood said, “hut 
that is not our reason for shooting,the 
well. We hope to be put in a posi¬ 
tion to drill deeper and possibly bring 
in a big well.” The Vulcan No. 1 
well is at a depth of 5,004 feet and 
al>out 110 feet in the lime. It has 
been producing of late about 10 or 15 
barrels of crude oil per day.

General regret was felt on Wednes¬ 
day of last week when the passing of 
Mrs. Chris. Zahnd became known. 

The deceased lady, who „was an en¬ 
thusiastic Institute worker, had been 
ill for five months, and had borne her 
affliction with fortitude. SLte went to 
Iowa, U.S.A. from Germany, as a sev- 
en-ycar-T>ld girl, subsequently remov¬ 
ed to Nebraska, and arrived in Can¬ 
ada in 1009. Before her marriage to 
Mr. Zahnd, which took place in 1899, 
in Virginia, her name was Miss Ida 
Toman, and she was 53 years of age 
at the. time of her death. 

Besides her husband she leaves 
three children, *• Mrs. Otto Flagg, 
Champion; Mrs. John Jensen, Vulcan; 
and Neil Zahnd, Vulcan.

BY-LAW PASSED 

MONDAY'S VOTE 

Voting took place Monday on the 
by-law, No. 17, to authorize tile Muni¬ 
cipal Council of tin- Town of Vulcan 
to incur an indebtedness on l»ehalf of 
the said Town in the sum of $10,001),- 
00 for the pul|Hise of fire-protection 
and street gravelling.* 

This resulted in favor of tin- by¬ 
law by fifty votes to fifteen, and as a 
result of this vote the town will very 
shortly be provided with fire truck 
with pump (250 gallons per jninute), 
1500 feet of 2 1 a inch hose together 
with five cisterns to lie placed at var¬ 
ious points in town, viz: one at Im¬ 
perial hotel, one at Imperial hotel 
(the old water tower),"one at Roy Fer 
guson’s old barn, one at the skating 
rink, one near the school. 

Tile cisterns will supply water to 
any part of town and will have a ca¬ 
pacity of 100,000 gallons. It is also 
proposed to lay water lilies; one to 
corner near Theatre; one to corner 
nea’r King’s drug store. These will 
serve to extend the use of fire fight¬ 
ing apparatus and increase supply of 
water available for dealing with out- 
breks in the business section.

BABY CLINIC IS SUCCESS 

The baby clinic which was held on 
Monday, Sept. :;u in the parlors of 
the United Church, proved to he a de¬ 
cided success.

Miss 
Davidson the public health nurse who 
conducted the examination has had 
many years of experience.

NEOPHOBIA 

/ ^'cont ributor in the Municipal 
News writing on town planning says 
that “Neophobia” is a substantial ob¬ 
stacle to town planning* An instinc¬ 
tive fear of all things that are new. 
This fear is to be found in varying de 
grees in a majority of minds. The 
prospect of having to think causes un 
rest. That life is never safe is over¬ 
looked, in other words it is only safe 
to be dead. The enquiring mind that 
is responsible for all progress, is 
most annoying to a mind that prefers 
to be dead. And again the dead mind 
can be pestiferiously active. Two ex¬ 
amples are given as follows: 

“f Back in 1828 the school board of 
Lancaster, Ohio, refused to permit the 
use of the school house for the discus¬ 
sion of the question as to whether or 
not the railroads were practical. The 
action of the Lancaster board is em¬ 
phasized in their reply to the request: 
“You are Welcome to use the school- 
house to debate all {proper questions 
in, but such things aji railroads and 
telegraphs are impossibilities and 
infidelity. There is nothing in the 
Word of God about them. If God had 
designed that his intelligent creatures 
should travel at the frightful speed of 
15 miles per hour by steam, He 
would have clearly foretold through 
His holy prophets. It is a device of 
Satan to lead immortal souls down to 
Hell.” 

In 1827 the Boston Courier said, 
editorially: “The project of a rail¬ 
road from Boston to Albany is im¬ 
practicable, as every one knows the 
simplest rules of arithmetic, and the 
expense would be little less than the 
market value of the whole territory 
of Massachusetts, and which, in prac¬ 
tice, as every person of common sense 
knows, would be as useless as a rail¬ 
road from Boston to the moon.” 

GIVE US BETTER ROADS 

There is much read these days with 
regards to our provincial highways 
and the necessity for better roads. 
The gravel used today is apparently 
too coarse and this loose gravel is no 
doubt responsible for numerous acci¬ 
dents and the breaking of innumer¬ 
able window^shields as well as plate 
glass windows in villages and towns. 
There is a piece of road out of Card- 
ston that is the best to be seen and it 
is unfortunate that the entire provin¬ 
cial highawy could not be constructed 
and finished.similjarly. The gravel is 
said to be finely crushed rock and a 
heavy roller was run over the road 
which embedded the crushed rock in 
the road bed making a splendid sur¬ 
face. 


THE BETTER UNIVERSITY 

The Canadian Observer, Sarnia, 
Ontario, says:

In England the news was hushed. No¬ 
body thought it worth while to inform 
the newspapers of this amazing devel 
opment in imperial telephony. In a 
world that depends for material pros 
perity-, largely on advertising, Britain 
is foolish to do great things by stealth 
says the Sunday Despatch. In the 
very necessary business of “telling 
the world.” Britain is an infant com¬ 
pared with America.

ATTACKSjOIL FIELDS 

Toronto Broker Makes . Misleading 

Statements About Turner Valley 

The statement published over the 
name of a firm of brokers in Toronto 
on Saturday night recently goes to 
show there is still disbelief in the 
! East in the Alberta oil fields. Why 
they hold such opinions is beyond us 
| particularly in view of the great pro- 
J duction results in Turner Valley at 
present. The article in question con¬ 
tains nothing short of animus against 
the Alberta oil field and is not based 
on facts. It proves conclusively that 
the aforesaid" brokerage firm is irri¬ 
tated because there is a lack of inter¬ 
est shown by investors in mining 
stocks that the company is largely in¬ 
terested in. People in the East are 
investing in oil and this annoys them. 
The oilwells in Turner Valley are not 
playing out by a long shot. Royalite 
4 and Home 1, 2 and 3 are still big 
producers and last week Associated 
Oils came in with the biggest produc¬ 
tion yet. Wells are being brought in 
regularly 'at -a certain depth in the 
lime and several are due in a very 
short time. 

The writer of that article referred 
to makes a deliberate mistatement, 
that the present production is in ex¬ 
cess of the demands of the district. 
C. O. Stillman, president of the Im¬ 
perial Oil Co., who knows more than 
this would-be mining broker, made 
th^ statement on July 6 that: “We 
can use on the local markets all the 
naphtha that can be produced in the 
field for some time, and when the per¬ 
iod does arrive that the Alberta mar¬ 
ket is saturated, it will simply be a 
matter of getting this product from 
the field to other parts of the Domin¬ 
ion in competition with the imported 
product from across the line.” 

1 The oil industry is in its infancy 
and many companies are now actively 
engaged drilling and will soon be rev 
enuey producers and dividend payers. 
Royalite, Home, Associated, Okalta, 
and Calmont have distributed divi¬ 
dends and there are others. 

The sting in the tail of the article, 
says the editor of the Calgary Herald 
writing on this point, cannot be .mis¬ 
understood. One is informed that 
“it would appear that the speculative 
enthusiasm aroused over Alberta oils 
has little justification in view of the 
decidedly unimportant and generally 
negative results obtained from the ap 
preciable amount of work done and 
money spent to date.” Apparently the 
Toronto brokers are in favor of clos¬ 
ing up the field at a time when the 
whole world is seeking new oil depos¬ 
its. It happens that the oil industry 
in Turner Valley has become worth¬ 
while. It calls for a payroll of $250,- 
000 a month and employs 1,400 men. 

INI ERESTCHEQUES 

Alberta Wheat Pool Distributes In¬ 
terest Cheques to Members 

Thg Alberta Wheat Pool has issued 
to its members cheques totalling ap¬ 
proximately $325,000 covering pay¬ 
ment of interest at 6 per cent, on ele¬ 
vator and commercial Reserves, from 
the period August 31, 1928, to Aug¬ 
ust 31, 1929, it was announced Satur¬ 
day. jV 

Approximately 40,000 cheques were 
issued, and the total reserves on 
which these interest payments were 
based were as follows: Commercial 
reserve $l,830,lz6, elevator reserve] 
$3,653,556. These amounts represent 
deductions ■ taken during the years 
1923 to 1927 inclusive. The notice 
which was sent out with each cheque 
states that “no disbursement of the 
principal is expected to be made for 
th e time being.” Payments of inter¬ 
est under one dollar were not made 
owing to the cost of distributng such 
small sums.

Ramsay MacDonald replied as fol¬ 
lows: “With my humble duty to your 
Majesty I am deeply grateful for 
your Majesty’s gracious and kindly 
thought in sending me gootT""*wishes 
for my journey which will indeed, 1 
trust, be a faithful innovation.”

UNFINISHED ROADS 

Roads in Coarse of Grading Should 
be Each Day Dragged 

There is only one method to follow 
in grading of market roads and that 
is for the contractor to finish his days 
work with fresno or scrapper by care¬ 
fully levelling and packing that por¬ 
tion of road. There are roads to the 
west and east of this town that were 
1 graded and no effort made to level the 
i surface with the result that traffic is 
almost out of the question over these 
roads. Unfinished work, particular¬ 
ly on well used market roads, is bad 
business .and we cannot understand 
why all contractors do not put the fin 
ishing touches to their day’s work be 
fore traffic packs the road. Its sim¬ 
plicity itself and henceforth municipal 
districts should insert in their con¬ 
tracts that with the completion of 
each day’s grading the. earth be lev¬ 
elled and packed. The mere dragging 
of the newly made road will give the 
proper smoothness and do away with 
ruts as now exist.

An Albertan who made a study of 
I economics while at Alberta Universi¬ 
ty, told in an interesting way all 
I about the Canadian Trade. He point- 
! ed out the four main characteristics 
j of the trade found nowhere else in 
(the world as follows: 
i Bulk handling system, which meanf 
| grain handled unsacked, which is the 
| cheapest and most convenient way of 
j handling grain. 

Official grade—all grain is graded 
by the government and sold under 
i that grade, which means Che absence 
Jof-a sample market, where the buyer 
bags from sample.. 

Supervision by department of 
Trade and Commerce under the Can- 
i ada Grain Act and by means of 
boards of grain commissioners, inspec 
I tors and waymasters. W’ith this sys- 
| tem the producer is safeguarded from 
; tactics of the large grain operators. 

Winnipeg Grain Exchange—This is 
the largest cash market in the world 
and is the centre of the Canadian 
trade. Winnipeg is the apex of the 
West from whence the graiij flows to 
Fort William for shipment. 

The trade is of foremost interest to 
the farmer although many other com¬ 
panies and individualscarry it on such 
as line elevator, terminal elevator, 
grain export, and milling companies. 
The railways supply the means of 
transportation while the chartered 
banks supply financial requirements. 

Many of these processes are car¬ 
ried on by interlocking directorates, 
others by individual people, but the 
Wheat Pool is one organization which 
carries out all the duties of market¬ 
ing its grain, thus saving considerable 
sums of money which goes to the orig ( 
inal producer, the farmer. 

The speaker then referred to the 
tremendous vajue of the Canadian 
crop, making up to -10 to 50 per cent, 
of Canadian exports which in the 
year 1027 reached the fabulous 
amount of $450,00(1,000. 

The channels of trade are in order 
I of importance. The north Atlantic sea 
ports of the U.S. entering at Buffalo 
the all-Canadian water route by Mon¬ 
treal; use of railways through 'the 
maritimes and the Pacific Coast. 

Technique of Trade 

The country elevator system was 
not disussced by the speaker as all 
were .familiar with its workings. 

1 Touching on the price of grain, Mr. 

. Stanley said, there were four prices 
paid, depending upon position of'tire 
grain, viz: spot or cash prices; price 
| paid for grain cleaned and stored at 
J the terminal elevators. This is the 
basis for all other prices. The sec- 
! ond price is termed “past inspection” 
[.and is paid for grain which is passed 
inspection at Winnipeg and is enroute 
to Fort William. The third is “track 
j price” which is the price paid for 
i grain in carload lots in the cars west 
! of Winnipeg. The fourth “street 
! price” is the price paid to the farmer 
| for wheat in wagon load lots at coun- 
J try elevators. The difference in the 
| price paid for track and street grade 
was partly accounted for by the num¬ 
ber of charges the farmer had to pay 
out of the track price, handling and 

- storage charges. The rest was profit 

- to the country elevators which is ne¬ 
cessary to keep them in operation as 
they cannot maintain themselves by 
storage and handling of other peoples 
grain. 

{ Space forbids us describing rail¬ 
ways and terminal elevator interests 
in connection with the movements of 
grain but the speaker made an inter¬ 
esting point where he said that 60 per 
cent, of the railway rolling stock is 
idle except. during the grain season 
and between August 1st and Decem¬ 
ber 31st, 1928, 286,000 carloads of 
grain entered Winnipeg which means 

■ a trainload of cars every 45 minutes 

' leaves Winnipeg yard. 

The fact that it takes from 36 to 40 
hours for grain to reach Fort William 
after it is inspected at Winnipeg, 
gives plenty of time for appeals 
against the grades given, and another 
sample may be taken before the grain 
loses its identity at Ft. William. 

Mr. Stanley then described the ter- 
| minal elevator system and showed 
j how it had changed from a public to 
j a private elevator system. That is 
| mixing, which was tabooed till 1900 
J became the most dominant feature 

■ I even being carried on by the Wheat 

- I Pools. 1’his was a victory of private 

enterprise over a public policy for the 
I ultimate reason of more profits. 

He touched on the reasons for the 
[ shijynent of Canadian grain going 
| through Buffalo. A small amount of 
j say a quarter of a'cent per bushel, 
i will change the route of a cargo of 
I grain. Buffalo is the handle of a fan, 
spreading out to the great American 
! ports such as Boston, New "York and 
| Philadelphia and is the centre of a 
[large trade. Shipping from these 
I points is -more advantageous because 
I of the great number of sailings—

More than 300 miles of new rails in 
Western Canada will have been com¬ 
pleted and turned ovgr to.the operat¬ 
ing department of the C.P.R. in the 
period between June 15 and Sept. 16 
of this year. This statement was 
made by D. C.- Coleman, vice president 
of western lines who added that more 
than 200 miles had been put in ser¬ 
vice up to September 6, and that a 
further 158 miles would be operated 
on the 16th. 

This mileage did not include Mr. 
Coleman said, a further 369.9 miles 
of lines under construction as at Sep-^ 
tember 6, on which date 111 miles of 
steel had been, laid. The dates on 
which these latter portions of new 
construction would be turned over to 
the operating department was not an¬ 
nounced. 

Details of the new mileage given 
out by Mr. Coleman, so far as the 
lines turned over between June 15 and- 
September 16 are concerned, included 
the following: Rosemary, north, 

from Rosemary to Bull Pound, 25.10 
miles; Langdon north, from Rosedale 
to Bull Pound, 37.50 miles; Gem spur 
from Matziwin to" Gem, 11.84 miles;' 
Willingdon to Gainer, 67.15"miles. 

Lines under construction as at Sep¬ 
tember 6 ; with miles of steel laid at 
that date, include; Lloydminster, N.E. 
front Lloydminster to Hillmond, 24 
miles, steel laid, 13.5 miles; Acme* 
north from Acme to Nanton, 27.3 
miles, steel laftl, 1.6 miles; Lacombe, 
northwest, from Beton to Thorsby, 
22.2 miles, steel laid, 12.5 miles; Suf- 
field-Blackie, from Arrowwood to El- 
tham, 22.7 miles, steel laid, 4.1 miles; 
Swift Current northwest, from Wil¬ 
lingdon to Vegreville, steel laid, 24.9 
miles.

THREE NEW SITES 

For Towns Along the Arrowwood to 
Hh|ckir Railway of C.P.R. 


Looks as if -there will be <hree 
townsites on the line of railway be¬ 
tween Arrowwood" and Iilackie. The 
first site out of Arrowwood is on the 
S.W. quarter of section,39-20-24 near 
Roy Carson’s farm. Here the Bank 
of NovatScotia has taken time by the 
forelock and opened up an office, one 
day a week. There is also a general 
store doing business. This town will 
no doubt be called Moosleigh. 

The next site is on the N.E. quarter 
of section 9-20-25 on Paul Randle’s 
farm and being adjacent to Dinton 
.will no doubt be called Dinton. 

The third new town site is on the 
N.W. quarter of section 20-19-25 on 
G. Malmberg’s homestead. This town 
will go under the name of Herronton. 
■ There are only five miles interven¬ 
ing between these town sites, but it 
is a very rich and fertile country and 
as' such commands stations at close 
points. 

It is expected that the grading of 
the extension from Arrowwood to 
Blackie will be completed before 
freeze-up and it is the intention to lay 
the rails and have the line made rea¬ 
dy for operation in the fall of 1930.

customs tariff looms up as a possibil¬ 
ity of the next session of'parliament. 
A duty of 50 cents per ton will be the 
amount charged and this should help 
to divert to Great Britain a substan¬ 
tial part of what now goes to the 
States for anthricite. Last fiscal yeatv 
Canada bought from the U.S. 3,3.12,- 
098 tons of coal aggregating in value 
$24,753,718 and only bought 552,976 
tons of hard coal valued at $3,683,136. 

The figures for bituminous import's 
are even more striking. In the twelve 
months 146,908 tons were bought 
from the United Kingdom valued at 
$472,939. In the same period, soft 
coal purchased in the States totalled 
13,077,619 tons valued at $25,424,255. 
Anthricite coming from anywhere has 
always been duty free but soft coal is 
dutiful at fifty cents a ton. 

It is said that the real Welsh coal 
is superior to American anthracite 
and that if purchased on an extensive 
lin e would go far to ameliorate the. re 
current distress in the mining centres. 
To that end, a fifty cent k ton duly 
against the States would be most help 
ful in ^overcoming the advantage, 
which thi United States mines enjoy. 
It is proposed that coal would be re¬ 
turn cargoes for grain boats but some 
difficulty might be experienced if ev¬ 
ery year grain shipments were held 
back to any extent like unto this year. 

It is reported that, if certain condi¬ 
tions are met, Mr.- Thomas is taking 
back the promise of some big business 
from Canada. It is rumored that the 
Canadian Pacific and Canadian Na¬ 
tional ;are each undertaking to buy a 
hundred thousand tons of British bit¬ 
uminous if it can be laid down as 
cheaply as the States can do it. 


RTHONLC.AMERY 

His Belief is that Britain Will Not 
Join European Federation 


In his address to delegates attend¬ 
ing the Canadian Chamber of Com¬ 
merce convention, Rt. Hon. L.C.M.S. 
Avery expressed the belief that Bri¬ 
tain would not enter into a federa¬ 
tion of European states. He for one 
would fight to the utmost against it. 

“Such a union woflld naturally 
mean an adhering of Canada to the 
United States, North America’s cen¬ 
tre of gravity,’’ he said. “What other 
alternatiev grouping is possible than 
a closer one than now exists within 
the empire? 

“Yet I believe,” said Mr. Amery, 
“that free trade within the empire at 
this time./- is impracticable. Each na¬ 
tion hasja right to its own ideas of 
trade and to its own methods of rais¬ 
ing money and developing its . latent 
wealth. Free trade is what the em¬ 
pire needs, but in an altogether differ¬ 
ent sense than that -in which the 
words are ordinarily used. By using 
the empire’s mental. wealth in origin¬ 
ality and sound business sense we 
shall have free rt;ade, a freer trade 
than the world has ever known. 

“It matters little whether we have 
preference or high or low tariffs. 
What is neededys better methods of 
trade, exchange) of 1 viewpoints be¬ 
tween the business men in different 
parts of the empire, and the develop¬ 
ing to the fullest our powers—con- 
(-cerrtration • of energies rather than 
their dissipation. Some day, course, 
our unilateral trade agreements and 
other emergency devices for encour¬ 
aging trade within the empire will 
have to be replaced by something 
more tangible, more binding. •’ 

“In spite of the great history of the 
British Empire,” concluded Mr. Am- 
ery “I believe its greatest times are 
yet to come.
